the case for continuance of protection to the Stearic Acid 
and Oleic Acid Industry and have made the following 
recommendations : — ' 

(i) The existing protective duty of 30 per cent, 
ad valorem on stearic and oleic acids should be continued i 
for a further period of two years ending 31st March, 1952, 
If> however, during this period, the industry proves that
